Present  unemployment  was  esti- 
mated at  4,760,000,  with  the  predlc- 
'ion  that  job  prospects  for  1950 
graduates  would  be  worse  than  any 
year  since  the  war.  Cause  of  the 
unemployment  has  been  attributed 
10  lack  of  industry  expansion  in 
the  last  year  and  a half  and  the 
substitution  of  machines  for  un- 
skilled workers. 

Education  Rcquircmcnf.s  Higher 

Edw.ird  Clogue,  the  Labor  De- 
partment's Commissioner  of  Labor 
Statistics,  stated  that  employers 
will  place  higher  educational  re- 
quiremcnls  on  available  jobs.  He 
advised  students  to  pursue  their 
studies  beyond  undergraduate 
work. 

Henry  L.  Zerbusen,  director  of 
the  Loyola  College  Guidance  and 
Placement  Bureau,  in  a recent  state- 
ment, disclosed  that  there  Is  little 
to  distinguish  the  local  picture 
from  Ihe  national  outlook.  Unem- 
ployment in  Baltimore  Is  high  and 
few  requests  from  employers  Indi- 
cate a not  too  favorable  situation 
for  those  entering  the  labor  force 
ia  the  near  future,  he  said, 
t'ltes  Causes 

He  attributed  the  causes  to  great- 
er efficiency  in  production  and  im- 
proved personnel  selection.  Out- 
standing college  students,  he  point- 
ed out,  will  not  experience  too  much 
difficulty  in  securing  desirable  em- 
ployment. Selective  employment 
processes  operate  to  their  advant- 
age, he  added. 

He  went  on  to  say,  the  others, 
however,  will  be  subjected  to  a re- 
adjustment phase  Involvlog  both 
their  objectives  and  the  method  of 
attaining  them.  With  the  college 
graduate  potential  of  1944  and 
thereafter  converted  to  reality,  re- 
quirements for  various  fields  of 
employment  have  advanced, 

.Sums  Up  Situation 

In  summing  up  the  employment 
situation  for  science  and  business 
administration  students.  Mr.  Zer- 
huaen  said,  "Today,  personnel  specl- 
fleatloiiB  tor  science  students  re- 
quire applicants  to  state  post  grad- 
uate study  and  specialization.  It 
Is  apparent,  therefore,  that  consid- 
eration should  be  given  to  post 
graduate  study  by  those  anticipat- 
ing employment  In  the  science 
field.” 

Business  administration  student’s 
lack  of  specialization  was  noted  as 
being  advantageous,  since  this  made 
them  "more  conducive  to  a better 
readjustment  to  the  current  situa- 
tion." He  warned  these  students 
that  Improved  personnel  selection 
during  the  post  war  years  has  elim- 
inated somewhat  the  "management 
trainee”  employment  status  so  high- 
ly desired.

He  was  associate  editor  of  the 
1926  edition  of  the  Encyclopedia 
Brltannlca,  and  iater  worked  under 
the  late  Rev.  Joseph  Keating.  S.J

Congressional  Immunity 

Since  tho  end  of  the  war  the 
American  people  have  witnessed  an 
almost  continuous  stream  of 
calumny  and  detraction  from  the 
halls  of  Congress.  Some  senators 
and  representatives,  with  apparoat- 
ly  no  motive  other  than  to  em- 
barrass the  Administration  or  to  en- 
hance their  personal  political  posi- 
tions, have  showered  invectives  up- 
on nnd  made  false  accusations  con- 
cerning persons  both  within  ond 
without  tho  Government,  knowing 
full  well  that  they  could  not  be 
prosecuted  In  civil  coUrt  for  atnle- 
ments  made  on  tho  floor  of  the 
Senate  or  tho  House. 

Caught  In  this  flood  of  accusa- 
tions have  been  Howard  Hughes, 
West  Coast  aircraft  manufacturer: 
Secretary  of  the  Air  Force  Syming- 
ton; David  Llllcnthal.  director  of 
the  AEC;  and,  presently.  Secre- 
tary of  State  Acheson  and  Owen 
Laltlmore.  Slate  Department  of 
flclal.  CbargCB  against  the  first 
three  fell  through  ignomlnlonsly, 
nnd  at  this  writing  those  against 
Acheson  and  Lntllmorc  are  unsub- 
Stanllnted. 

All  this  serves  to  question  tho 
advisability  of  continuing  historic 
congressional  Immunity.  It  would 
seem  that  some  limitation  is  going 
to  have  to  be  placed  upon  what 
congressmen  can  say  If  the  reputa- 
tions of  Americans  In  blgh  places 
are  to  be  protected.

His  present  recordings  arc  still 
very  Mlller-llke,  although  Victor 
makes  llttlo  mention  of  thia.

Responding  to  a recent  call  for 
assistance  by  Edward  Dorian,  ’63, 
In  behalf  of  a personal  friend.  Rich- 
ard Kastner,  Loyola  students  have 
made  many  blood  donations  to  Un- 
ion Memorial  to  replace  the  hospi- 
tal's blood  reserves  used  for  the 
patient. 

Some  of  the  donations  offered  by 
members  of  the  student  body  were 
of  a type  that  was  not  acceptable, 
but  these  were  received  by  the  hos- 
pital and  are  being  retained  for  fu- 
ture use  in  other  cases. 

Condition  Improved 

In  return  for  blood  donations. 
Union  Memorial  Hospital  was  pre- 
pared to  offer  the  students  financial 
reimbursements,  but  the  majority 
of  donors  refused. 

Kastner's  condition  is  still  ser- 
ious, but  the  doctors  believe  that 
he  is  improving  noticeably  and  at- 
tribute all  credit  to  the  constant 
blood  supply  given  by  Loyola  stu- 


duties as  an  officer  of  the  Council, 
Steble  serves  as  president  of  the 
International  Relations  Club. 

Last  year  he  waa  elected  vice- 
president  of  tbe  Chemistry  Club. 
His  profound  interest  in  chemistry 
resulted  In  bis  receiving  a graduate 
fellowship  to  Purdue  University.. 

When  he  enters  Purdue  next  fall, 
his  lime  will  be  divided  between 
teaching  and  studying  for  his  de- 
gree. How  long  it  will  take  him  to 
obtain  his  master's  degree  is  un- 
certain, but  Steble  estimates  that 
it  may  be  between  two  and  three 
years. 

As  for  hla  career  upon  graduation 
from  Purdue,  the  twenty-three  year 
old  chemistry  major  Is  undeclUed. 
Ho  admits,  however,  that  his  main 
interest  Is  physical  chemistry. 

Steble  formerly  lived  in  St.  Ed- 
ward's Parish,  but  later  moved  to 
St.  Ann's.  In  I9f6  he  received  his 
diploma  from  Mt.  St.  Joseph’s  High 
School,  entering  the  service  short- 
ly afterward. 

Originally,  he  was  assigned  to  an 
armored  division,  but  subsequently 
be  was  transferred  to  the  personnel 
department,  where  he  attained  the 
rank  of  sergeant.  Most  of  his  time 
In  the  Army  was  spent  in  Munich. 
In  tho  fail  of  1947,  shortly  after  his 
discharge,  Steble  enrolled  at  Loyola 
College.
